WASHINGTON, May 28.— President Roosevelt, in an 
historic address last niKht, committed the United States 
unreservedly to a policy of active resistance against all Ger­ 
man efforts to gain control of the seas. 
Proclaiming a state of unlimited emergency, he prom­ 
ised the nation a dynamic defense against attack, or threat 
of attack. 
He told the world, in the face of Berlin warnings, of the 
adm inistration’s determination to deliver the goods to Brit­ 
ain, utilizing the present patrols which “are helping now*’ 
and “all additional measures which are being devised by our 
military and naval technicians.” 
He gave advance notice th at occupation of Dakar, the 
Azores or the Cape Verde islands by Axis forces would con­ 
stitute a direct danger to the safety and freedom of the 
hemisphere.

talk was given by Dr. R T. Holz- 
bach, health commissioner, at the 
annual guest night observance of 
the Progressive Mothers circle last 
night at the home of Mrs. Myron 
Kelly on Mound st. 
Speaking on "Communicable Dis­ 
eases", Dr. Holzbach discussed dis­ 
eases common to this region, point­ 
ing out that there are 47 infectious 
or contagious diseases. Contrary to 
public belief, the serious undulant 
lever, contracted by the use of milk 
or other unpasteurized dairy prod­ 
ucts, is growing 
more 
prevalent 
here The chief preventive measure 
is the use of pasteurized milk and 
dairy foods Consumers also should 
be certain that the 
cows 
of 
the 
dairy from which foods are secured 
have been tested for Bang’s disease, 
said Dr. Holzbach. 
( olds Are Passed 
"Tile 
common 
cold, 
a 
virus- 
produced 
ailment, 
begins with a 
primary or slight cold condition," 
he said, which 
becomes, 
without 
proper care, a 
seiious 
secondary 
condition. 
Colds 
are more often 
passed from one person to another, 
they are seldom contracted by ex­ 
posure to draughts and dampness. 
"Due to the use of inoculation, 
diphtheria never develops into epi­ 
demic proportions now 
Immuniza­ 
tion. however, "the doctor warned,'’ 
should br; provided 
for 
the child 
between the ages of nine months 
to five years since that is the per­ 
iod when he Ls most likely to have 
the disease’,' 
Tile health commis­ 
sioner (jointed out that Salem has 
been entirely free of even one case 
of diphtheria for 
the 
last five 
years. 
"In 
1896,’ Dr. Holzbach stated. 
"25 out of 30 deaths in Salem were 
caused by unsanitary living condi­ 
tions. 
Insurance 
companies 
50 
years ago gave the average life ex­ 
pectancy as 35 years, and today, 
due to strides in health and sanita­ 
tion, the average agt' expectancy Is 
65. 
"Infaltlle paralysis Is caused by 
a virus which has not yet been seen 
under the microscope, and thus has 
not been isolated. 
Microscopes in 
the process of development are ex­ 
pected to be strong enough to per­ 
mit scientists to find and isolate 
the virus. 
"Measles occur in epidemics," Dr. 
Holzbach explained, "despite efforts 
to Isolate and quarantine patients 
to keep the disease from spreading. 
There are more deaths here," he 
declared, "from measles than from 
.scarlet f^ver, which 
Is 
becoming 
milder, in this region." 
The shots given 
for 
whooping 
cough, the doctor pointed out, are 
not certain to prevent the child’s 
having the disease, 
but 
in most 
cases, In the two-year 
period 
in 
which the shots have been used as 
treatment, the attack Ls mild. 
Rheumatic Fever Serious 
“Rheumatic 
fever, produced 
by 
an organism which develops is the 
throat, causes the deaths of 50 per 
cent of the people who have it and 
leaves the other 50 per cent with 
weak or enlarged hearts. Tubercu­ 
losis treatment has been emphasized 
greatly in recent years. Bone, or 
bovine tuberculosis, contracted from 
cows, has entirely disappeared here

INDIANTOWN GAP, Pa, — With 
advent of summer and exten­ 
sive military training maneuvers, 
selective service trainees from all 
cf the United States are ex­ 
pected to come to this 15.OOO-acre 
Jnny training c a m p -a city of 22,500 
men in its own right—for drill and 
training- 
4 
Soldiers who arrive here for con­ 
tinuance of their year’s military 
training will find all the conveni­ 
ences of a small city, located on 
what «:ts only rolling acres of farm 
land beneath the slopes of Blue 
Mountain last. fa41. 
This miracle of rapid construc­ 
ter. started from scratch in Oc­ 
tober and was made habitable for 
;2.000 former Pennsylvania national 
guardsmen, now the 28th Division, 
b\ the end of February. 
( amp Has 1,048 Buildings 
In tins brief period of five months 
14,000 civilian workmen, under the 
direction of Major William Ray, 
construction 
quarterm aster, 
built 
the entire city, including 1,048 build­ 
ings—barracks, mess halls, recre­ 
ation halls, storehouses, and a T50 


bed hospital—23 miles of water lines, 
24 miles of sewer system, a new 
sewage 
disposal 
plant, 
electrical 
system, drainage lines, water supply 
towers, and even fire hydrants. 
During the winter the 28th Di­ 
vision received basic military in­ 
struction. but warm weather will 
find the division heading south for 
maneuvers and 
trainees 
will 
be 
taken in for the basic courses. 
The new men will live in two- 
story barracks, constructed on con­ 
crete bases, with inside washrooms, 
fully equipped with beds and other 
necessities 
for 
habitation. 
Each 
regiment will have its own recre­ 
ation hall and mess hall, as well as 
supply houses, kitchens and com­ 
pany stores. 
Large Theater-Auditorium 
For larger functions the camp Is 
equipped with an auditorium-the- 
ater, which win be used for officer 
classes, athletic events, musical pro­ 
grams, moving picture shows, and 
stage plays—professional and home 
'alent. 
Religious services will be 
transferred from miscellaneous build­ 
ings to nine chapels, to be built as 
soon as a new federal appropriation 
is made available. 
For the training program, the 
rookies will march from the build­ 
ing-studded 5,000 acres to the sur­ 
rounding 10,000 acres, which provide 
room for maneuvers, firing ranges 
for artillery, rifles and pistols, an 
artificial 
lake 
for 
training 
and 
recreation, and a drill field for re­ 
views and marching practice. 
First trainees to arrive here are 


expected from Fort Riley, Kas., but 
war department {Marts, incompkte 
at present, indicate that almost all 
of the states will have representa­ 
tives at the $12,000,000 encampment.
